Roosevelt Asks 
Federal Jobs 
For Vets Only 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt today urged 
the enactment of legislation which 
would give returned war veterans 
exclusive opportunity to employ- 
ment in such federal jobs as the 
President might designate. 

At the same time, the President 
directed all department and agen- 


cy heads and the civil service com- 
mission to give ‘preference to em- 
ployment of veterans from this 
time forward.

In effect the policy outlined in

Dies Urges 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(P) 
The Dies committee today recom- 
mended the removal of Dillon S. 
Myer, national director of the 
War Relocation Authority, and 
Ray C. Best, Tule Lake camp di- 
rector, “because of their evident 
inability to cope with the problem 
of disloyal Japanese.” 

The committee said its recom- 
mendation was based on a lengthy 
study of the riot which occurred 
at the Tule Lake camp in Cali- 
fornia in November.

A bill to curb presidential powers 
by putting executive agencies out 
of business unless congress spe- 
cifically grants them funds was 
approved unanimously by a sen- 
ate appropriations subcommittee 
today. 

The measure would prevent the 
executive branch from transfer- 
ring any federal funds to such 
agencies after they had been in 
existence one year or more.

first major victory in Burma with 


the destruction of a task force of 
8,000 Japanese in two weeks of 
confused fighting in the dusty, 
choking jungles of Arakan north 
of Akyab, the Southeast Asia Com- 
mand announced tonight.

To Be Tried 


On Big Callaway Farm 


HAMILTON, Ga., Feb. 28.—(4)—Irrigation for special crops is 
being planned on the 25,000-acre farm of Cason J. Callaway, indus 


trialist turned farmer. 


The Callaway farm, first to in-? 


stall a dehydration plant which 
speeds up the hay curing process 
of the sun manyfold and saves 
vitamin content, also has employ- 
ed a full-time forester to insure 
proper woodland management. 

Callaway, president of the Cal- 
laway cotton mills at LaGrange, 
said he believed irrigation in many 
crops would be as practical and 
profitable in Georgia as in the 
west. He has obtained the help 
of the drainage engineer of the 
Soil Conservation Service in de- 
veloping plans to properly drain 
and irrigate several hundred acres 
of land. . 

The land to be irrigated is ad- 
jacent to the dehydrating plant 
and he plans to put the acreage 
in alfalfa. He said that if the 
experiment is a success he hoped 
it would encourage other plant- 
ers in the state to irrigate a por- | 
tion of their land for special crops. ' 


The dehydration plant, a $75,- 
000 project, was completed last 
summer. It will be used primar- 
ily for dehydration of kudzu, ser- 
cea and alfalfa. The machine 
takes out moisture from the crops 
in three minutes and the product 
comes out of the machine as green 
as it went in with all vitamins 
saved. 

After the moisture is removed 
the green crops are ground imto 
meal which is used in chicken and 
livestock feed. Callaway has l,- 
600 acres planted in legume crops, 
mainly kudzu. He expects to pro 
duce 3,000 to 4,000 tons of dehy- 
drated legume meal each year 
when the plant reaches peak pro- 
duction. 

In the reforestation project, the 
farm has. planted 750,000 pine 
seedlings during the past few 
years, mainly on idle and eroded 
land.

Milk Imports 


Commissioner of Agriculture 
Tom Linder says he probably will 
extend most milk import permits 
temporarily since he has not yet 
had an opportunity to review all 


applications for renewal of li- 
censes. 

Last week Linder cancelled all 
outstanding permits, effective yes- 
terday, but he asserted he would 
renew permits if applicants show- 
ed importation of milk was neces- 
sary for, Army or Navy use or to 
avert a “milk famine.” 

He acted after the War Food 
Administration established sales 
quotas for producers and producer 
distributors in Atlanta, Augusta, 
Calumbus, Macon and Savannah 
on the basis of their sales last 
June or December, with surplus 
milk diverted to supply manufac- 
tured milk products, 

Linder said that if Georgia, 
which has been importing about 
50 per cent of its milk from other 
states, reduced its imports and its 
dairymen were free to sell all the 
milk they could produce, more 
would be available in other states 
for processing. 

About 50 importers have state 
bermits, said Linder. He assumed 
all had asked for renewal of their 
licenses, but adtied that, pending 
study of their statements on needs, 
he could not tell how many appli- 
cations would be granted. 

The commissioner said his can- 
cellation order did not affect 
dairymen in adjoining states whose 
“natural market” was in Georgia.

In San Sebastian the local German Nazis 
came trooping down to the station platform and stood stony-faced 
giving the Hitler salute before the trainload of German wounded 
and diplomats. 

I spoke to one of the wounded in English and, while the local 
delegation watched, the soldier talked animatedly in fairly good 
American language which he had learned in internment.

Police Court 


Expands Today 


For the first time in the history 

of the state, persons accused of 
serious violations of the traffic 
laws may be dealt with in the city 
traffic court under the state laws 
governing misdemeanor cases, but 
'persons accused of such violations 
' must first waive the right of trial 
‘by jury. Judge Luke Arnold, of 
ithe city traffic court, announced 
ithe operation of the new regula- 
‘tions will begin today. 

Hitherto, in cases involving four 
‘serious traffic violations: (1) leav- 
‘ing the scene of an accident, (2) 
driving a car while under the in- 

fluence of intoxicating liquors, (3) 
failing to have a drivers’ license, 
'and (4) speeding over 55 miles 
per hour—it was necessary for 
Judge Arnold to hear the cases 
and, if the testimony warranted it, 
to bind the defendants over to the 
'state courts for final disposition. 
'This was a long arid tedious pro- 
cess, which consumed much time 
and energy. 

| Recently, however, the city at 
|torney ruled that Judge Arnold 
could dispose directly of all such 
cases under the state law provided 
the accused persons waived the 
right of jury trial. The maximum 
‘penalty which may now be im- 
|posed in these cases is 12 months 
in the state penitentiary, six 
months in jail and a fine of $1,000. 

Judge Arnold stated that in mis- 
demeanor cases it has, up to this 
time, been impossible to sentence 
defendants to the city stockade. 
Under the new ruling, however, 
the city traffic judge may now 
sentence persons convicted of 
these charges directly to either 
fine or imprisonment under the 
state law.

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Meals Must Be Planned Carefully 
To Insure a Well Balanced Diet 


Meal-planning always has been 
important; today it is imperative. 
When there is a wide variety of 
foodstuffs available, meals pulled 
together on the spur of the mo- 
ment hit-and-miss fashion may be 
more expensive than they should 
be, but they might achieve a rea- 
sonable balance. However, under 
rationing, and when some famil- 
iar foods are missing temporarily 
or for the duration, the chances 
of balance without planning are 
greatly decreased. And day in, 
day out balance at reasonable cost 
is an impossibility unless meals 
are planned with full realization 
of nutritional needs, and with 
some knowledge of what substi- 
tutes for what. ‘ 

The best meal planning is not 
for just one day at a time, though 
a day, rather than each meal, 
should be counted as a unit. In 
other words, the daily foods needs 
for a child are: 1 quart of milk, 
a whole grain cereal, at least one 
green leafy vegetable, citrus fruits 
or juice or ;tomato, 1 egg, one 
serving of lean meat or meat al- 
ternative. Then should be added 
vegetables, potatoes, fruits, whole 
grain breads, syrups and sweets, 
such as are needed according to 
the child’s growth and activity. 
Naturally all the food needs can- 
not be met in any one meal, but 
they can and should be met in the 
three or perhaps four meals a 
day the child gets. This is what 
we mean by considering each day, 
rather than each meal, as a unit. 
It is better still to plan meals for 
one week at a time, remembering, 
too, that liver should be served 
once a week! 

Restricted space does not per- 
mit a whole week’s menus to be 
printed at once, but on _ suc- 
cessive days I shall give menu 
plans for well-balanced wartime

Barkley Tired of Being 
Taken for Granted 


Robert L. Riggs, long-time friend of Senator 
Alben Barkley, has written an analysis of the 
sensational break between the Kentucky senator 
and the President which is the most logical I 
have seen. 


. Obviously written after a long discussion with Barkley, the 
article begins by saying that Barkley’s break with the President has 
no kinship to the breaks between Roosevelt and Garner, Roosevelt 
and Cotton (Ed) Smith, Roosevelt and Alfred E, Smith, and others 
who have left him. 


Riggs states flatly that Barkley will lead no anti-Roosevelt drive 
at the convention. “This,” he says, “is not that kind of a break.” 
Barkley, he declares, believes in the fundamental concepts which 
Roosevelt inaugurated. The others didn’t. “When they moved out 
they didn't have to change their minds, they just moved to where 
they belonged.” 


The break came, writes Riggs, when Barkley boiled over at 
being taken for granted; at being ignored and harassed by various 
persons who told him they spoke for the President. 


Riggs says that the critics of the 
administration taunted him. They 
They charged he had no character

called him “Bumbling Barkley.” 
of his own. 


“All the while that Barkley was trying to put his unwilling 
‘followers’ through the legislative hoop, the White House, which 
should have been his strongest ally, was doing everything that it 
could to make his task even more difficult,” Riggs writes. “Its staff 
decided on legislative programs without consulting the majority 
leader. It sent messengers to the senate to tell him that he must 
jam through the chambers numerous items about which he had 
never even heard before. 


“Although Barkley was wholehearted in his support of the Presi- 
dent’s broad general program, there were numerous items turned 
out by the White House staff to which he would have been re- 
luctant fo give his indorsement—had it been asked. In addition, 
there were always some things which he was more than eager to 
support, but which his long legislative experience told him could 
not be jammed through congress. His protests never influenced the 
White House staff. They had sold the President on their ideas; 
from their viewpoint, all that there remained for Barkley to do was 
to whiplash the proposal through congress. ... 


“President Roosevelt himself, who exhibits a stubborn streak of 
loyalty in keeping people in important jobs after they have lost 
their usefulness, displayed a curiously blind side toward his loyal 
majority leader. It is doubtful if at any time in the last few years 
Roosevelt has put his hand on Barkley’s shoulder and said, ‘Alben, 
you certainly did a fine job getting that bill through the senate’; 
or, ‘Alben, you lost a hard fight over that bill, but you surely gave 
them a battle.” The President simply took his majority leader for 
granted, and there is no use denying that those little things have 
their influence. The man doesn’t live who doesn’t yearn for a bit 
of appreciation from the people he serves.” 


“HIS OWN MAN” “Barkley is his own man now. His out- 

burst has made him a national figure of 
imposing stature, To be sure, many of the words of praise which 
have poured in upon him have come, from his point of view, from 
the wrong people. Too many die-hard Republicans and too many 
bitterly anti-Roosevelt Democrats have expressed their admiration 
to make him entirely happy. But among the more than 7,000 tele- 
grams of commendation which poured in on him there were signa- 
tures of men, high in this government, whose opinion he cherishes. 


“Not only has Barkley forced the White House to stop treating 
him as a flunky; he has compelled the senate Democrats to stop 
using him as whipping boy. He accepted re-election on his own 
terms; he insisted that there be a roll-call vote in caucus, and that, 
if there was one dissent, he would refuse to resume his post. He 
now is the majority leader by unanimous choice of all the Demo- 
cratic senators, not the majority leader by grace of the White House 
pressure and one vote.... 


“There is no reason he can’t do yeoman service to biing about 
the re-election of the man whom he described, in his bli: ering de- 
nunciation Wednesday, as ‘a dynamic leader in the great crisis in 
the nt Bed of our country and the world, for whom the people 
yearned.’

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Keeping Books On Time 
Is Complicated Task 


This, you all know, is February 29. That date 
on the calendar which comes, at best, but once 
in every four years. So that, according to the 

: Gilbertian calculation, anyone born on February 
29 is, when in years that reach the age of 21, actually, counting by 
birthdays, only “five and a little bit over.” 


Theoretically, as everyone knows, it is proper for the female to 
make the matrimonial proposal, instead of the male, in leap years. 
This, of course, is but a theoretical idea, because the manner of 
proposing matrimony is an individual thing, different for every 
couple that thus begins the journey to the altar. There are no 
Statistics to show what proportion of marriages result from the 
initiative of the bride, though callous men have long suspected ‘that 
a high ratio are, actually, the result of subtle maneuvering by the 
feminine half of the contract, even in many cases where both parties 
would indignantly insist that, certainly, he “popped the question.” 


So we cannot tell if leap years do have statistical effect upon 
the marriage license bureaus or not. 


HOW MANY LEAP YEARS? How many could calculate, 

correctly, the number of leap 
years that will occur within the next 1,000 years’ It is quite an 
involved problem. 


It was Julius Caesar who introduced the Julian calendar, in 
B. C. 46, He was the first to establish that there are 365 days in 
the year, and to set the length of the 12 months the same as now 
and to give them the names we still use. He also introduced leap 
year, declaring that.each fourth year should be 366 days long. How- 
ever, he solved this problem by saying, not that there should be 
a 29th day for February, but that one day should be repeated, or 
duplicated. The day the Romans repeated in leaps years was Feb- 
ruary 24. They had two February 24ths, instead of a February 29. 


The reason for leap year is that the year, actually, measuring 
by the cycles of the moon, is more than 365 days long. It is a trifle 
less than 365% days. So leap year takes care of those extra quarter- 
days. 


But it is not exactly a quarter. It is, as said, a trifle less. With 
the result the Julian calendar, about which we are talking, and 
which made no provision for this error, gradually got wrong. The 
time arrived when they were several days out. 


So, in A. D. 1582, Pope Gregory XIII established a new calendar 
and, in order to correct the mistake of the Julian calendar, decreed 
that, in 1582, they should do away with ten days entirely. He de- 
creed that, when October 5—accordingito the Julian calendar— 
came around, it should be, instead, October 15. Thus, in one sense, 
the world completely lost ten days in that year. 


(You can puzzle over what it would have done to your salary 
if you were paid by the week or by the month or by the day—if 
you are interested.) 


The difference in the Julian and the astronomical years, which 
had caused this displacement of ten days, is 11 minutes. Chance 
for some more figuring, there, if you revel in mathematics. 


KEEPING IT STRAIGHT Now, Pope Gregory didn’t want 


the calendar to get out of line 
So he ruled that, when the turn of each century came, they 
Thus, 1900 and 1800, for instance, were not 
leap years, though they were “fourth years.” To make it simplier, 
1896 was a leap year, but 1900 wasn't and 1904 was. Do you get it? 

That brought the Gregorian calendar almost exactly in accord- 
ance with the astronomical calendar. But not quite. A little further 
adjustment had still to be made. 

So, Pope Gregory decided that when a century year could be 
equally divided by four, leaping the quotients in even hundreds, 
it should be a leap. Thus, the year 1600 was a leap year, although 
it was a century year. 

And the year 2000, if you live long enough to see it; will be 
a leap year. 2100 won’t, nor 2200 and 2300. But 2400 will. ‘ Un- 
derstand? 

That just about holds the Gregorian calendar in line with the 
astronomical calendar and it will be many centuries before it is 
again necessary to adjust the day of. the month by more juggling 
of the calendar. If ever. 

It was almost two centuries, by the way, before England and 
the American colonies abandoned the old Julian calendar and 
adopted the Gregorian. In 1752, to be exact. And, for a long time, 
in giving the year, folks used to mark either “O. S.” or “Old Style” 
or “N. S.” for “New Style” after it. 

All of which may not be of the slightest interest to the girl who 
is trying to bring her courage to the point of taking advantage of 
the old leap year right to propose to the man of her choice.

public project, after congress, 
knowing that this would lose, not 
gain money for the treasury, and 
for other reasons, had deliberate- 
ly and pointedly refused to com- 
ply with a suggestion first tossed 
off by Mrs. Roosevelt, who may or 
may not have known that it had 
been an article in the platform of 
the Communist party. 

Of course he wanted to insult 
congress. What other regard 
would he have fon a_ body 
which, early in his rule, delivered 
itself ‘nto a condition of helpless- 
ness, servility and mockery by 
handing him, without restriction, 
billions of dollars in the naive be- 
lief that he would hold himself 
above politics in its distribution? 
What other regard would he have 
for a man who would not only ac- 
cept the sort of election help that 
Barkley received from money 
voted to relieve human misery, 
but offer the cynical justification 
that, after all, this was politics? 


Slow Revival 

The return of manhood and 
civic decency to congress has been 
slow, and, to the credit of the 
house of representatives it must 
be acknowledged that the blush of 
reviving self-respect first tinted 
the frog-belly pallor of the na- 
tional legislature there.

Honest Difference 
Of Opinions on Taxes 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Divorced of all the 
sound and fury created by the resignation and 
re-election of Senator Barkley as majority leader 

eS of the senate, the basic issue raised by the 
President's veto of the tax bill is a simple one. 

It is whether or not the country, at a time of the greatest period 
of prosperity in our history, should levy taxes commensurate with 
the national income and in keeping with outlays we are forced to 
make in fighting the costliest war in all! history. 

There are two schools of thought on the subject. One, led by 
Mr. Roosevelt and supported by such independent«Republican think- 
ers as Wendell L. Willkie, believes that we should tax to the limit 
as a means of holding down the debt burden of future generations. 

The second school, which may be said to be headed by Senator 
Walter F. George, chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, con-* 
tends that it would be wiser to adopt a more conservative tax policy 
by spreading the war costs over a longer period of years, using the 
surplus of our present earnings as a nest egg for tiding us over the 
a period of readjustment certain to come with the end of 
the war. 


ADMINISTRATION VIEW Mr. Roosevelt and the Treasury 


feel, on the one hand, that we 
should tax to our full capacity to bear while we are in the midst 
of a great surge of war-born prosperity. Senator George and his 
congressional associates contend, on the other, that the nation can 
collect better dividends in the long run by taking steps to stabilize 
the national economy in the immediate postwar period. 

Link with the administration’s high tax policy, of course, is the 
President’s conviction that we should not allow people to enjoy 
exorbitant profits out of the war. It is in conformity with his 
earlier declaration about not permitting any new millionaires to 
be created: by the war. 

As a formula for carrying his ideas into effect, the President 
has set a goal of collecting about 50 per cent of the cost of the war 
out of current taxes. At present, revenue receipts are running far 
short of this. To bring the picture more into balance, he urged 
congress at the beginning of the session last year to enact a new 
tax bill raising $10,500,000,000 in additional revenue. 

Congress, after a long and laborious procedure, passed a bill 
which provided, roughly, only about a quarter of this amount. 

It undoubtedly would have been far more politic for the Presi- 
dent to have accepted the quarter loaf, or the crust, whatever it 
was, and signed the bill as passed. He could have punctuated his 
action by an accompanying statement setting forth his views on 
war profiteering and the need for higher taxes in a way to bring 
the issue to the attention of the country. 

Mr. Roosevelt must have realized, however, that such a course 
would have been much less effective in bringing the matter before 
the country. Hence he used the veto power in a scathing criticism 
of congress for its conservative action. 

Mr. Roosevelt probably felt—and rightfully so—that congress 
was guided in a large degree by politics in holding down the new 
tax measure to a bare minimum. 

It is traditionally true that congress usually defers action on 
tax increase measures until after an election year. No candidate 
wants to go into a campaign with the liability of urging new taxes. 
Next year, after the elections are over, we will probably get a bill 
that will sock all of us until it hurts. 

But while members of congress generally were undoubtedly play- 
ing politics with the subject, this does not in any way diminish the 
sincerity of those, like Senator George, who conscientiously believe 
that the common good could be served by spreading the burden of 
war indebtedness over a longer period. 

Feeling as he does, Mr. Roosevelt chose the veto as the most 
effective way of bringing the issue to a head. He would have 
fallen short of his constitutional duty had he acted otherwise.
